A NEGLIGENT REPUBLICAN CLERK. 

As an illustration of the manner in which

Now the law makes it the duty of the clerk 
to attend to the matter of registration the 
three days following the second day of regis- 
tration.

Upon the Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday 
following the second day of registration, if so 
much time shall be required, said two clerks 
shall go together and canvass such precinct, call- 
ing at each dwelling place or each house where 
any one may reside in such precinct, and ascer- 
tain the name of every male inhabitant over 21 
years of age residing in such precinct. 

The law further provides: 

Either of said clerks shall have the power and 
right of both inthe matter pertaining to such 
canvass, except that both are required to go to- 
gether and make such canvass, but in case either 
refuses to go or negiécts to go and make such 
canvass as aforesaid then the other may make 
such canvass. alone. But a clerk who willfully 
neglects to pérform his duty in making such can- 
vass shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction shall be imprisoned in the 
County Jail not exceeding sixty days nor less

The law says further that “sus- 
pect notices sent through the mail shali not 
be mailed later than Saturday.“ 


KILLED BY FALLING WALLS. 


Several Workmen Crushed Because of 
Somebody’s Incompetency. 
Yanxton, Dak., Oct. 22.—An accident oc- 
curred at the Insane Hospital this afternoon 
by which. Christopher Thompson was in- 
stantly killed, Jacob Lee fatally hurt, Su- 
perintendent D. H. Kean dangerously in- 


jured, and Michael Curry slightly 
hurt. The disaster was the re- 
sult of the caving in ot the 


walls of one of the two new wings to the 
hospital now under construction by a man 
named Pattee of Canton. The victims were 
on top of a large arcn on the level of the 
third floor of the structure when the arch 
suddenly spread, the outside walls of the 
building falling outward and some of the in- 
terior walls going down in the general 
wreck. Nine other arches in the structure 
also gave way, the interior mass of brick, 
mortar, and timber falling through to the 
first floor. With this aébris went the four 
men. Thompson and Lee had their chests 
crushed in and were otherwise injured about 
the head and body. Kean and Curry are 
burt about the head and bruised. Kean is 
superintendent of the construction and 
the other victims are carpenters. Several 
other arches in the buildiug have given way 
during the last few weeks, fortunately with- 
the injury to any one. The matter is now in 
out hands ot Coroner McGlumphy. Men at 
work on the building agree that the walls 
were weak. Some of them state that there 
were two courses of brick fitted between 
with bats and mortar. This constituted the 
support for the heavy iron interior finishing. 
The mortar, they state, was nearly all sand.

The com- 
parison was forced on the relatives, friends, 
and comrades who thronged the church so 
suddenly and irresistibly that there was an 
involuntery burst of applause, followed by 
such evidences of general emotion as are 
rarely or never seen ata funeral. The scene 
was astounding and affecting in the extreme. 
It will never be forgotten by those who wit- 
nessed it. 

The ceremony was conducted under the 
auspices of the Apollo Commandery. Fifty 
swords, De Witt C. Cregier commanding, 
were in attendance. One hundred uniformed 
mail carriers and!’ twenty-five members of 
Blair Lodge were in the procession, which 
moved from the family residence at No. 90 
Twenty-second street to the church at 2:30 
p.m. A dozen carriages were occupied by 
relatives and near friends. The widow, the 
two daughters and their husbands, and a 
number of more distant relauves were pres- 
ent. Owing to the inclement weather the 
full service of the order was read in the 
church instead of at the grave, and after the 
brief address by Dr. Lorimer the remains 
were accompanied to Wood lawn on the 3:35 
train by the relatives, the officiating Knights, 
and fifty or a hundred friends.

DR. LORIMER’S THIBUTE. 

Dr. Lorimer’s eyes were red and his voice 
trembled. He stretched out his hand above 
the dead Knight and said that no tribute of 
words he could make would have comparison 
with that which the church walls inclosed. 

“Your presence here in such numbers, 
dear friends, is a sufficient recognition of the 
noble qualities which in life characterized 
him who lies before us coid in death. For he 
‘has not the prestige of an early settler among 
you. He was nota pioneer. He performed 
na great workin the building up of your 
Commonwealth. But he was and is that which 
appeals to the best impuises of our hearts. 
He was a faithful and affectionate husband, 
a loving father, a true friend, an honest man 
—one eminently worthy to bear the sword 
whose hilt is the Cross of Calvary. You car- 
riers of the mails who have been under his 
direction, did he ever negiect to offer a word of 
encouragement, to give a smile of greeting, 
an honest pressure of the hand? We who 
have had business with him when he was a 
Deputy Postmaster, did we ever find him 
lacking in perfect courtesy? Did he not al- 
ways lighten the uncongenial labors of his 
subordinates by his kindly manner and his 
own cheerful, patient example? Was he not 
a worthy public servant?” 


CIVIL SERVICK REFORM. 

The manner of the pastor had grown 
vehement. His enumeration of the worthy 
and lovable traits of the dead Govern- 
ment employé6 was poured forth in a 
torrent of burning words. Sometimes his 
eloquence took the form of adirect apos- 
trophe; and the passionate voice and gestures 
of the orator, and the white face and crossed 
hands, almost at his feet, recalled impera- 
tively the forum, the dead Cesar, the grief 
and anger stricken Antony. Fresentiy the 
similarity was rendered the more startling 
by words of denunciation and rebuke for 
those who had injured him, which seemed to 
the spell- bound assemblage almost to clothe 
the form of tne dead knight in the vest- 
ments of Cesar.

There was a rustling sound throughout the 
church. Every auditor leaned forward eager- 
ly. There was a sound of rapid breathing 
interrupted by half-hysterical sighs from 
women, The air seemed charged with elec- 
tricity generated in the terrible earnestness 
of the orator. Dr. Lorimer went on with in- 
creased vehemence. 

A VICTIM OF INJUSTICE. 

“That dead form is a commentary that 
none of you who saw him patiently, almost 
smilingly, suffer and finally sink under the 
incredible injustice of a political system will 
speedily forget.

MYSTERIOUS MURDERS IN ALABAMA. 


A Rival of the Whitechapel Batcher Has a 
Mania for Killing Negroes 

BraminenaM, Ala. Oct 22.—The White- 
chapel murderer hasan emulator at Tusca- 
loosa, Ala., whose victims have all deen ne- 
gro men. John, a well-to-do and highly- 
respected colored citizen of Tuscaloosa, was 
found dead near his house one morning two 
weeks ago. His throat had been cut and 
there were fifteen knife cuts in his body. 
The dead body of an unknown negro was 
found in the woods near the town a few days 
later. The victim’s head had been almost 
severed from the body. A third body was 
found in the mver near the town Friday. 
The man’s throat had been cut. The body 
of the fourth victim was foundthis morning 
in the woods near the town with his throat 
cut from ear to ear. 

The officers here have done all in their 
power todiscovér the murderer, but so far 
nave been unable to find a single clew. The 
negroes of the town are almost crazed with 
fright. 

Cotumst, S. C., Oct. 22.— Yesterday morn- 
ing when the sexton of Trinity Episcopal 
Church was about toopen the church he 
found the body of Claudia Harris, one of the 
town’s most degraded women, at the door. 
Three balls had entered her breast, one pene- 
trating the heart. The murder was commit- 
ted within ten steps of the street corner and 
within twenty yards of occupied houses. 
There was no outcry of any kind, ang the 
first shot must have been fatal. The police 
can find noclewor motive for the crime, 
which is a mystery, and the character of the 
victim unpleasantly resembles the White- 
chapel murders.

But he would not 
admit that the revocation could be legally 
made. The petitions were signed in virtue 
of a contract made under seal and for a con- 
sideration with the petitioners. Under 
the decision of the Appellate Court 
in the O’ Neill cage such contracts were bind- 
ing and could not be receded from nor re 
voked. Mr. Doolittle Jr. then produced the 
original contracts. He read over the hst of 
would-be revokers, producing the original 
contract in every instance. 

The contracts in nearly all these cases 
were the same. In the case of Eugene 8. 
Pike and others it was guaranteed that the 
road should be completed eighteen months 
after the franchise was obtained. 

“Are there not some contracts that pro- 
vide that the road should be constructed with- 
in two years after the signatures were at- 
tached?’ asked Mr, Fred Forch.

Doolittle. “ Six of the signatures are by John 
D. Jennings, a director of our company. The 
seventh, 2 feet, is among those who want 
to revoke.”’

Wasurneoron, D. C., Oct. 22 — Chief Justice 
Fuller today delivered his first opinion in the 
Supreme Court of the United States. The 
case was that of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, plaintiff in error, versus the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, brought 
here on appeal from the Supreme Court of the 
State of Pennsylvania. The Commonwealth 
levied a tax on all telegrams passing over the 
company’s lines within the State, this tax 
being imposed regardiess of the fact that 
much of the business was not confined wholly 
to the State, but was to points in other 
States. The Supreme Court today held, 
through Chief Justice Fuller, that the State 
was not entitled to collect atax except for 
messages between points within the borders 
of the State, and accordingly reversed the 
judgment of the State court with costs, and 
remanded the case to the lower court for

HOW WOOD CAN BE MADE FIRE-PROOF. 


A Pittsburger Who Claims the Secret of the 
Discovery. 

Pittsburg Commercial-Gaztte:s At No. 118 
Thirty-seventh street, in this city, lives N. 
Utzer. Eight years ago he discovered this 
great secret. He had the brains and the nec- 
essary perseverence to work out his scheme, 
but he had not the means to carry it out on a 

and large scale. Yesterday he was 
seen by.a representative of this paper aad 
said: 


Some eight years ago, after many years 
of chemical research, I found that wood 
could be made absolutely noncombusti- 
ble if treated in the following 
way: Common zinc was dissolved under a 
pressure of two atmospheres in hydrochloric 
acid. This process took place in iron stills 
coated upon the inside witha thick coating 
of asbestos cloth. The solution was treated 
with lime to remove all excess of acid, and 
then varied proportions of borax in watery 
solution added. 

“The beams or boards to be treated were 


iron pro 
principle of a monkey a 
four of the iron frame could be screwed 
t upon tue surface of the wood. Then 
wood was placed in the above 
zinc solution and the other end fitted to 
a suction-pump and subjected to a mae | 
suction. Through drying in the kiln 
of the moisture had been expelled out of the 
cells of the wood. Undera a sec- 
tion of the wood presented an appearance 
similar to a honey- comb. Of course as soon 
as suction was produced the zinc liquor as- 


‘ cended through the wood as readily as the 


sap penetrates upon a warm spring day. It 
required about ten minutes to saturate a 
beam twelve inches square and sixteen feet 


long. 

At the end of ten minutes the beam was 
taken out of the frame and placed aside to 
dry. Chloride of zinc itself dries rapidly; 
that is, the water of solution evaporates, 
leaving the dry salt. It generally took two 
days for a beam as above to dry completely. 
By this treatment the physical appearance 
and structure of the wood had chan most 
remarkably, common pine wood—I always 
used pine—had acquired the hardness of oak 
and the suppleness of hickory. But the most 
remarkable change was in its behavior to- 


wards fire.

The readers of Tun Tarsune saw from its 
issues of yesterday and Saturday that it has 
enlisted the services of the camera to illus- 
trate the smoke nuisance. Certain great ad- 
vantages follow the use of this auxiliary. It 
gives testimony which cannot be contra- 
dicted. The owner of the smokiest chimney, 
in maintaining that his is innocent of offense, 
will outswear the statement of a score of 
men that they saw the black soot pouring 
out in dreadful volume from his smokestack, 
but a single photograph strikes him dumb. 
The camera tells us beyond all contradiction 
how in spite of costly smoke consumers 
floods of grimy, unconsumed carbon are 
yomited forth from Chicago chimneys and 
taint the air and grime everything for 
blocks around. The trouble is that the 
fiend known as the stoker has been able to 
beat all these devices and reduce them to 
what Mr. Cieveland calis “innocuous desue- 
tude,” 

But a bright Chicago engineer named Lee 
has invented a device which seems to be too 
much for the stoker and which deprives him 
of his power for mischief in the cases where 
it has been tried. The inventor tapa the 
chimney at the point of exit from the boiler, 
and by means of a suction fan catches a cer- 
tain portion of the smoke, hot air, and gases, 
which would otherwise go up the smoke- 
stack, and by pipes opening over and 
under the grate bars returns them to the fur- 
nace fires. The workings of this device at 
the place where Lee is employed show a gain 
of 25 per cent on the coal bills and the practi- 
cal abolition of the smoke nulsance in spite 
of the most malignant efforte of the stoker 
to create a sooty nuisance. 

The theory on which Lee proceeds is a 
sound one. It lies at the basis of the success 
of the hot blast as distinguished from the 
cold blast iron furnace. The air drawn into 
a fire to furnish the needed oxygen is no 
warmer than the temperature of the furnace 
room and is consequently many hundreds of 
degrees colder than the flames whose 
caloric finds it way through the iron 
of the furnace into the water in the 
boiler, This cold air chills the intensity 
of the heat and prevents the perfect union 
of the carbon as it meits off from the lumps 
of coal with the oxygen of the air. Some 
atoms of carbon become a frozen gas in the 
form of smoke. Other atoms of carbon unite 
with only one instead of two atoms of oxygen 
and become carbonic oxide gas. This gas, 
with the hot air and what we cail smoke, but 
which is but a frozen carbon gas, starts to 
rush up the chimney. But Lee’s device 
catches a certain proportion of them and re- 
turns them to the furnace. They, instead of 
being of the temperature of the atmosphere, 
have a heat of 700 or 800 degrees, more or 
less. The effect of throwing this volume 
of highly heated air and hot gas and hot 
smoke upon the fire is to create an intense 
white heat. The process of combustion be- 
comes easy, the facilities for the union of 
the carbon and the oxygen in the proper pro- 
portions are perfect, and the outflow of 
smoke and carbonic oxide gas ceases. The 
cold outer air no longer treeses the carbon 
as it breaks from the lumps of coal, and the 
eye of the observer on the outside sees no 
sign of st or smoke. The stoker in his ef- 
forts to create a nuisance is defeated. 

In the case of this invention of Lee’s the- 
ory and practice seem to go hand in hand, 
and the results thus far achieved are so sat- 
isfactory that it does seem as if the big 
makers of smoke, those who have been in- 
formed on by the camera of Tun Trisunsn, 
should make a trial of this device and see 11 
it will do for them what it has done for the 
Wabash avenue establishment where it has 
been tested. They ought to jump at a chance 
to find something which will not be costly 
and which will liberate them from the 
tyranny of the stoker under which they have 
groaned for years. The electric light plants, 
which are always run at high pressure and 
which can always be depended on to furnish 
a steady supply of the filthiest kind of smoke, 
are specially interested in Lee’s discovery. 
If tests on a more extensive scale show that 
it does all chat is claimed for it, it will be a 
great blessing for Chicago and will relieve it 
of what has become its chief curse. The 
stoker may gnash his teeth when he finds 
himself powerless for harm, but all good cit- 
izens will rejoice to see our smoky firmament 
removed and the blue skies restored to us, 


LAW I8 A GOOD THING FOR THE LAWYERS. 

Apparently Chicago lawyers are as quick 
to see a good thing and as tenacious in hold- 
ing on to it as their professional brethren in 
other cities. So one, would judge at least 
from the following concise story of the way 
in which a certain case for nearly twenty 
years has furnished occupaton to courts and 
fees to counsel, with a prospect of at least 
five years more of litigation before an end is 
reached. Omitting countless charges of 
fraud the story runs about as follows, accord- 
ing to the last bill filed in the interminable 
series: 

The Great Western Telegraph Company 
was organized in 1867, David A. Gage being 
one of the men prominent in getting it up. 
The company made a contract with one Selah 
Reeve to build its lines, and turned over to 
1 pay therefor all its capital stock full 

In November, 1869, a stockholder filed a bill 
asking for a receiver, the setting aside of 
the contract with Reeve, and various other 
things. Some of these the court granted; 
others it did not, and an appeal was vaken to 
the Supreme Court, which in 1871 reversed 
the decree of the lower court. By Novem- 
ber, 1872, the Circuit Court got out a revised 
and amended decree, under which the com- 
pany held a new election for directors, etc., 
in March, 1873. 

In February, 1874, another bill was filed for 
a receiver, with a cross bill in September of 


In October, 1875, Reeve sued the company 
and the matter was referred to a Pe em a 
Chancery, who made à report four years 
later—in 1879, That same year the old re- 
ceiver of the company resigned anda new 
one was appointed. Still further progress 
was made this year—an interlocutory decree 
was entered. 

During 1880 the sale of the company’s plant 
was ordered, and it was n 
court also allowed the making of settlements 
with stockholders who had claims against 
the company. This year was also memorabie 
for the appoimtment of another receiver, the 
old one having had all he wanted of it.

INTER-STATE TRAFFIC IN LIQUOR 
The Upper Iowa Conference of the Meth- 
odist Church has adopted the following reso- 


lution: 

As loyal citizens we call upon our representa- 
tives 1 Congress to — so amend the 
Inter-State Commerce law as to make it illegal 
for any railroad or other common carrier to con- 
vey into a State any article the mapufacture or 
sale of which is prohibited by law if said State; 
and we respectfully ask our Jowa Senators and 
Congressmen to represent us in this matter and 


2 the needed legislation as speedily as pos- 
sible. 


At first glance legislation forbidding inter- 
State railroads to take into a State “any 
article the manufacture or sale of which 18 
prohibited by law in said State might seem 
fair enough, but a careful examination will 
show that any such rule would be wholly 
impracticable and would result in evils far 
worse than any it could possibly cure. It 
would take away from the Federal Govern- 
ment the authority to regulate inter-State 
commerce, or at t would make the exer- 
cise of that function subordinate to the 
police power of the States. As the 
Supreme Court recently said: Con- 
gress migift regulate, but the States 
would determine what shall or shail not 
be regulated.” In other words, Congress 
could not act until it secured permission from 
the several States. Speaking of the conse- 
quences that would follow such an applica- 
tion of the constitutional provision the Su- 
preme Court justly said: 


If the State of Iowa may prohibit the im 
tion of intoxicating Nquors from other Sta it 
may also include tobacco or any other article 
the use or abuse of which it may deem deleteri- 
ous. It may not choose even to be governed by 
considerations wing out of the health, com- 
fort, or peace of the community. Its policy may 
be direc to other ends. It may choose to es- 
tablish a system directed to the promotion and 
benefit of its own agriculture, manufactures, or 
arta of any description and prevent the introduc- 
tion and sale within its limits of any or of all 
articles that it may select as coming into compe- 
tition With those which it seeks to protect, 


Such a doctrine would surely lead, as the 
Supreme Court said, to “commercial an- 
archy.“ Nor is the difficulty relieved by the 
suggestion that Congress should forpid the 
transportation into a State only of such arti- 
cles as the State should outiaw from its own 
domestic traffic. Under such a rule nothing 
would be easier than for the States to adopt 
nominal prohibitory laws without providing 
any penalties or means for their enforcement, 
Such statutes could be adopted with the in- 
tent that they should remain a dead letter 
and have no effect in restraining the manu- 
facture or sale inside the State of the forbid- 
den articles. Nevertheless, the State would 
then be entitled under the proposed rule to 
have outside competition cut off and could 
promote and benefit its own interesta and ex- 
clude all articles “coming into competition 
with those it seeks to protect.“ Littie skill 
in tricky and insincere lawmaking would be 
needed to destroy the freedom of commerce 
between the States and enable the respect- 
ive Commonwealths to secure a monopoly of 
their own markets for their own citizens. 

A leading purpose in the adoption of the 
Constitution waste prevent State interfer- 
ence with inter-State commerce and stop the 
attempts of some States to secure ad vantages 
for themselves at the expense of others. 
Legisiation such as the Iowa Conference de- 
mands would be disastrous to the freedom of 
inter-State commerce, If Congress should 
take any action in the direction suggested it 
should be carefully limited to the traffic in 
intoxicating liquor, and the rule proposed 
should not under any circumstances be ap- 
plied to “any article” the sale or manufact- 
ure of which a State might prohibit on-paper 
but not in fact.

Thus it will be seen there is at least a well 
defined hope, and excellent grounds for it, 
that Harrison and Morton may carry the 
State.

Two hundred and one Electoral votes are 
necessary to elect. If the Republicans car- 
ry New York, West Virginia would not be 
necessary, as they would then have 218 votes. 
They could even afford to lose Michigan, for 
they would still have 205 votes. If in addi- 
tion to New York they had West Virginia 
they could afford to lose Califernia in addi- 
tion to Michigan, Indiana, Connecticut, and 
New Jersey, for they wouid even then have 
208 votes.

SOBER SECOND THOUGHTS OF THE CANA- 
DIAN SG, 

The recent statement of the London (Ont.) 
Free Préss, a Ministerial organ, that the Cana- 
dian Government bas made up its mind to 
grant the transshipment of fish in bond priv- 
llege to the American fishermen has caused 
considerable sensation in Canada, Although 
we have been led to believe that the Canadian 
Government would take the risk of war 
rather than yield a point which it professed 
to consider vital, there is evidently a disposi- 
tion on the part of Canadians to accept the 
announcement with considerable satisfac- 
tion, and to look upon it as a prelude to a wel- 
come settlement of the questions in dispute 
between the twocouutries by a consideration 
of them upon their merits. 

The Toronto Mail in discussing the an- 
nouncement pronounces it wise from every 
point of view, and congratulates the Govern- 
ment that at last it has received sufficient 
illumination to see the deplorabie folly of the 
course it has hitherto pursued by arbitrary 
interpretations of the treaty of 1818, which 
have borne so hardly upon Nova Scotia, upon 
Ontario and Quebec, which need the 
American. railroads for their winter traffic, 
and especially upon Manitoba and the 
Northwest, whose agricultural interests 
would certainly be embarrassed if not de- 
stroyed in value by such a ruinous policy. 
It calls attention to the fact that “the re 
fusal of the transshipment and other com- 
mercial privileges to the Americans is an 
invitation and incentive to them to harass 
us and that as sensible men we are bound to 
take account of their superior strength.” 
As to the prospect that England would sus- 
tain Canada in her barbarous interpretation 
of the treaty regulations, the Mail also 
treats the Canadians to the following sensi- 
ble advice: 


England is more considerate in her treatment 
of weaker nations than any other Power, yet it 
is doubtful if she would allow Belgium or Hol- 
land to refuse to her flag the ordin rights of 
hospitality in their ports without making them 
smart for it. She forced China to open her 
tape ag 2 but to opium.

The rights of our fishermen and the commer- 
cial rights of the country were surrendered 
by that treaty, as has heen demonstrated 
over and over again. The way to the suc- 
cess of British diplomacy had been opened 
by the President and Secretary of State 
without any need of effort on the part of tne 
English Minister or gis associates, but the 
Republican Senate effectually blocked it and 
saved not alone the rights of our fishermen 
but our National dignity; and today, as the 
result of that action, Canada stands ready to 
adjust the dispute amicably and honorably, 
even though such an adjustment must be a 
long step towards unrestricted trade, which 
in itself isa sigaificant prelude of political 
union. 


WHY THE STATE BANKING LAW SHOULD 
BE RATIFIED. 
The Constitution of this State provides: 


No act of the General Assembly authorizing or 
creating corporations or associations with bank- 


1 wers, whether of iss ey or dis- 
count nor amendments thereto, all into 
effect or 


in any manner be in force, unless the 
same shall be submitted to a vote of the people 
at the general election next succeeding the 
— of the same, and be approved by a ma- 

ty of all the votes cast at such election for or 


against such law. 

The last Legislature passed an act under 
which corporations may be formed possess- 
ing all banking powers save that of issuing 
notes, and the people are to decide by their 
votes next month whether it shall become a 
law. 

There is every reason why the verdict 
should be a favorable one. There is and for 
years has been great need in Illinois of such 
a law. To use the rapidly growing capital 
of the State it has been necessary either to 
form private banks, which was often unsat- 
isfactory, or to buy the charter of some one 
of the concerns incorporated by special act 
prior to the adoption of the present Constitu- 
tion. The latter alternative, however, has 
not been without dangers. The powers con- 
terred by some of these charters are not ex- 
tensive enough, and those of others are wo 
vague, The opinion of the Supreme Court 
that the old names and places of business 
cannot be constitutionally changed has cast 
a shadow of doubt on many of them. So it 
has come to a pass where the financial inter- 
ests of the State demand a banking law. The 
one which the Legislature has provided ap- 
pears to be unobjectionable. The leading 
bankers say that it suits them and is safe. It 
is modeled on the National Banking act, and 
will thruw around institutions organized un- 
der it the protection of close official examina- 
tions. They will be empowered to receive 
deposits, to discount paper, to buy and seil 
exchange—to perfofm all the functions of a 
bank except to issue notes, and if they had 
that it would be worthiess so long as their 
circulation was taxed 10 per cent by the 
General Government. 

Recent experience ought to open the eyes 
ot all to the dangers of our present sirre- 
sponsible system. A concern working under 
one of these old private charters shut up its 
doors. The loss to depositors is large, but its 
amount is not yet known, so loosely and care- 
lessly were the affairs of the institution run. 
Had it been subject to the rigid method of ex- 
amination for which the new law provides it 
could never have reached such a degree of 
rottenness nor have swallowed up the money 
of so many unsuspecting depositors, Con- 
stant watchfulness is the best guaranty of 
honesty. 

When the law is once in force many in- 
stitutions will surrender the private charters 
they now hold and reorganize for.their own 
benefit and the good of their depositors. In 
the course of time numbers of Nauonal 
banks will give up their charters and take 
advantage of the facilities of the Illinois act. 
The management of capital will be made 
easier and its safety enhanced. Time will 
not improbably discover the defects in the 
statute, which has yet to be interpreted by 
the Supreme Court, but when they are found 
the General Assembly will quickly pass the 
needed legislation and the people will 
promptly ratify it. 

As thid measure is a non-partisan one, im- 
perative/y demanded for public interests and 
publio protection, the representatives of the 
political parties should do all they can 
to insure its adoption. They should see that 
“For the law“ is printed on all the tickets 
they send out. If they will do their duty 
there need be no fear that the people will 
fail to do theirs. 


Tun “big distillery “ case in Iowa has come 
to a final decision in the United States Su- 
preme Court, Lamar delivering the opinion. 
The decision of the Iowa Supreme Court is 
affirmed and the Prohibitory law of that 
State declared to apply to the big distillery 
at Des Moines, notwithstanding the claim 
that the establishment manufactured for ex- 
port to other States and to foreign countries 
and sold no part of its product to consumers 
inlowa. The distillery affected by this de- 
cision represents a great investment, and is 
claimed to be the largest distilling plant in 
this country. It was establishea after lowa 
had begun the enactment of severe legisla- 
tion against the liquor traffic, and the pro- 
prietors claimed to have the advice of some 
of the ablest lawyers in the country to the 
effect that they could not be interfered with 
by a State law so long as they manufactured 
alcohol for sale outside Iowa. The decision, 
however, places the big distillery’’ on the 


‘same footing with the small stills and brew- 


eries in Iowa that manufactured for home 
consumption. The Iowa Legislature has 
amended the Prohibitory law since the suit 
in question was commenced so as to meet the 
point raised by the attorneys for the dis- 
tillery interests, and the establishment itself 
has been voluntarily closed by its owners, 
they having made a profitable deal with the 
Western whisky pool. The importance of 
the case, therefore, rests chiefly upon the 
principles involved.

SEEKING THE FEVER’S CAUSE. 


Dr. Paul Gibier, the French Scientist, Ar- 
rives at Jacksonville. 

JACKSONVILLE, Pla, Oct. 22.—[Special. ]— 
Dr. Paul Gibier, an accredited agent of the 
French Government, arrived here this noon 
to investigate yellow-fever, its causes, de- 
velopment, propagation, spread, and cure, 
He has been in Cuba for a year 
past studying the disease. He does 
not have any theory, but says 
he simply came to learn. In Cuba once he 
injected some of the virus into his arm, but 
he says that it didn’t prove of any benefit. 
Regarding his work here he says that it 
will be mainly in a search for the yellow- 
fever germ. Friere, in France, and Stern- 
berg, in your own country,” said he, “have 
both made search for this microbe and both 
think they have discovered it. I may say 
that my own studies have led me to 
a like conclusion, but in all three in- 
stances the microbe is a different one. 
The object is of course to discover 
the germ which induces yellow-fever. That 
once done the next step will be to find a 
specific which will kill without at the same 
time killing the patient, and further to learn 
what conditions of climate, atmosphere, etc., 
are favorable to its development.” Accord- 
ing to Dr. Gibier it is not necessary 
to make an gutopsy- upon the body of 
a yellow-fever patient.

WEAKNESS OF THE “TIMES” CASE. 


The Nationalists in Glee Over the Result 
of the Attorney General's Opening.

Lonpon, Oct. 22.-—-The second day’s ap 
pearance of the Times leaves the same im- 
pression of weakness and disappointment as 
the first. There was no startling revelation 
given of the promised indictment. It was 
against the Irish organizations and not 
against individual leaders, and the charges 
were founded on the probable tendency 
of certain speeches and actions and not on a 
definite statement of the complicity or con- 
nection of any leader with any particular 
crime, 

The Attorney General opens the case bad- 
ly. His speech was disconnected, ill-ar- 
ranged, and almost incoherent. Much con- 
sisted in quotations of well-knawn passages 
in articles from the Times and his own speech 
in the case of O'Donnell versus Walter. It 
reduced the case to the level of a perfunctory 
reading of documents. To Irishmen the pres- 
ent speech had a stale aspect. Up to tne 
present Mr. Webster is dealing sole- 
ly in speeches made in 1880 and 
1881, many of which did duty in the 
trial of Parnell in 1880. Mr. Webster 
resorts to the same dodge as he employed 
then. Violent and ridiculous passages are 
quoted from the speeches of the most ob- 
scure and sometimes grotesque figures in the 
agitation. 
are quoted now asin 1880. The two persons 
most frequently quoted are Nally ana Gor- 
don. Naliy isa half-mad young farmer un- 
known outside his own locality, and is so 
notorious for grotesqueness of speech that his 
violence was funny rather than dangerous. 
Gordon is a small shoemaker in a small vil 
lage in County Mayo, who delivered speeches 
of the same intellectual level as the addteses 
of Denis Kearney. Probably Mr. Parnell 
never spoke a word to either in the whole 
course of his life, and never appeared on the 


same platform for this reason.

Counsel 
for both sides concurred in a proposal to hold 
sessions upon four days of each week, but 
the court decided to meet every day except 
Saturday, and asked counsel to expedite the 
proceedings. 

Attorney General Webster opened the case 
for the Times. He promised to give the court 
the fullest information in the Times’ powerre- 
garding the source of the evidence against the 
Irish party which the Times had published. 
He would not treat the case as having any- 
thing todo with the merits or demerits of 
home rule or of any supposéd burning Irish 
guestion. The inquiry was strictiy into the 
specific charges saan in the O’ Donnell action 
against the Times, and he would be careful 
not to introduce questions beyond the 
charges. The Attorney General then 
ceeded to review the June articles on Par- 
nellism and Crime,” going over the old 


ground.

He recited instances where Davitt, 
Devoy, Walsh, Egan, Brennan, and Matthew 
Harris had held communications with tne 
Parnellite party, and declared that they were 
linked to that party by common aims and 
interests. 

The Attorney General quoted from 
speeches of Nationalist leaders made from 
the year 1879 onward. 

When the court adjourned for the day Mr. 
Webster was apparently only a small way 
advanced in the presentation of his case. 
The vagueness and gene character of his 
statement left ag impression that the Times 
has no absolute legal proof of the truth of its 
charges. Instead of producing evideace that 
Parnell and his associates were accomplices 
before or after the tact with the Phoenix

the Times accusation by raking up outrages 
attributed to members of the league and 
trying to connect them with the ellites. 

. Webster seemed to be hampered by a 
dread of committing himself beyond the 
most cautious statement. He spoxe in his 
worst form, prosing along in a dreary mono- 
tone without the least display of rhetoric. 
There was an utter absence of points in his 
statement and his exposition of the Times’ 
case was a generally disconnected one. 

The court-room was well filled, but was not 
overcrowded. Perfect order prevailed. The 
general public was not admitted. Mr. Par- 
nell and numerous other Nauuonalist members 
of Parliament were present.

He was, inshort, 
a progressive elephant, which, seized with a 
desire to emigrate, had gone north and over- 
spread the whole temperate regions of Ku- 
rope, Asia, and North America before the 
coming on of tue great ice age. In his northern 
home he retained or redeveloped the hairy 
covering which the elephant lost in India or 
Africa, and he took kindly enough to the 
cold weather which preceded the advent of 
the glacial epoch. In short, he was rather 
an elder brother of the elephant thanin any 
sense a direct ancestor. 

Other mammoths have since been found in 
the Siberian tundra, buried where they sunk 
in up to their necks among the soft slush, and 
preserved ever since, rtly like tinned 
meats by the exclusion of the air and partly 
like Australian mutton by the effects of frost. 
The most interesting find was that made 
by a young Russian engineer of the name 

Benkendorf, who, steaming in a small! 
cutter up the Indigirka River (not to 
know the Indigirka naturally argues your- 
self unknown), saw, during a flood, to 
bis immense dehght, a real dead mam- 
moth, with its eyes open and its hair trunk 
moving restlessly through tne turbid water, 
bobbing up and down merrily in the stream 
before him. There is a well-known Swiss 
story of the wrinkled old woman in a mount- 
ain village who recognizes in the fresh corpse 
of a young man just brought down among the 
ice of a glacier to the point where it melts 
into an Alpine torrent the features of her 
lover, lost half a century before in the yawn- 
ing mouth of a deep crevasse. But what is 
half a century of iced humanity to 100,000 
years of preserved mammoth?

COPYRIGHT IN CANADA. 


Parliament Asked to Pass a Law to Pro- 
tect Native Authors. 


Toronto, Ont., Oct. 22.—A general meeting 
of the Copyright Association of Canada was 
held Thursday last in this city. In opening 
the meeting the Chairman, J. Ross Robert 
son, briefly reviewed the situation, showing 
that the Berne bill, which had been intro- 
duced at the last session of Parliament, 
threatened the most disastrous consequences 
to the book, printing, and publishing inter- 
ests of Canada. After its adoption every 
British copyright book would be copy- 
right in Canada, without requiring mana- 
facture ia Canada (as is required by the 
present law) in order to secure Canadian 
cop ht. In addition to this, the bill ex- 
cludes all foreign reprints of British copy- 
right books, thus throwing the Canadian 
market entirely in the hands of the British 

ublishers and printers. This is where the 

k trade and the public are deeply inter- 
ested, as it is well known that the best and 
most popular, books are issued in England at 
a high price at first, and it is months, and in 
some cases years, before they are issued in 
cheap editions for the people. H 8 
books afford a good illustration of this. y 
thousands of Sue and King Solomon’s 
Mines” have been sold in Canada simpiy be- 
cause we have been able to sell the cheap - 
cent American editions.

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THE STREET-CAR STRIKE. 
INFLUENCES WHICH BROUGHT ABOUT 
THE RECENT TROUBLE. 


Politics at the Bottom of the Whole Dis- 
turbance—Methods Adopted by Coyne 
and Goodwin to Further Their Fer- 
sonal Ends—The Condactors’ and Driv- 
ers’ Associations Used With a View to 
Gratifying the Ambition of Two As- 
pirants for Office. 

It became apparent during the recent 
strike of the West and North Side street-car 
men that the questions ot wages and hours 
of work, while they were the ostensible 
causes of the unpleasantness, were not the 


most powerful ones; that there were under- | 


lying motives which were not tangible as far 
as the public were concerned, and which 
were carefully concealed because publicity 
would have been disastrous to the leading 
spirits in provoking the strike. It had all along 


been suspected that politics cut a consider- | 


able figure in the strike, and the suspicion 
was not groundless, though investigation 
shows that politics were an incident and 
the after thought of the ambitious and un- 
scrupulous men who broght about the strike, 
as will be shown by the following statement 
of the events leading up to the troubles 
which has been supplied Tax Targon by a 
person who knows whereof he talks. 

When Mr. Cregier was appointed the suc- 
cessor of Mr. Lake as Superintendent of the 
West Side. road proceeded to make him- 
self solid with leading politicians among 
the men. Luke Coyne was one.of those whom 
he singled out for special favor. Coyne, after 
he was appointed Election Commissioner, 
continued for five months on the pay-rolls of 
the West Division Company though he did no 
work of atangible nature for that corpora- 
tion. Besides being in the pay of the road 
he was virtually the controlling spirit in its 


management. No man could be discharged 


without his consent. He had much todo 
with the hiring of new men. Goodwin and 
he were the committee that waited on Mr.

She 
spent her Sunday afternoons strolling 
in Central Park, and there made the 
acquaintance of her lover. They became 
engaged after a brief courtship, and then 
they discovered that they were too poor to 
marry. Her loyer, Mary alleges, told her to 
steal whenever a chance offered itself, and 
her employer, the rabbi, often missed money 
after that. He had no direct proof of her 
guilt and so gave her her walking papers. 
She found some difficulty in getting employ- 
ment, and it was only Sunday last that she 
was taken into service by the Ginsberg fam- 
ily, which consists of husband, wife, and a 
17-weeks-old baby. 

Mary made an appointment to meet her 
lover Wednesday night, and it was then he 
gave her the poison, so she says. “I am out 
of work,” said the lover, “and if you don’t 
hurry I' marry somebody else.” 

This threat spurred her on. She placed 
some of the Paris green in the soup Thurs- 
day evening. The family became ill. They 
did not know the ca and were attended 
by their physician. The servant did not 
taste the soup. That evening Mrs. Ginsbere 
saw Mary stealthily approach the cradie, 
and, leaning over it, take the earrings from 
the baby’s ears. She had placed them in her 
pocket, when Mrs. Ginsberg exclaimed, 
‘What are you doing!“ 

„II-III wanted to put them on the mantel- 

ioc,“ stammered Mary. She bad previous- 
y been detected stealing #4 from a purse, 
and Mrs. Ginsberg ordered her to leave the 
house. Mary demanded @ month’s wages, 
and so she was allowed to remain until her 
month was out. 

Gtaskere, whois a fish peddler, brought 
fish home for supper Friday evening. While 
it was boiling a strolling band attracted Mrs, 
Ginsberg’s attention, and while she was at 
the window Mary sprinkled some paris green 
in the pot. She was sweeping when Mrs. 
Ginsberg noticed the green substance float- 
ing on top of the water.

„Nothing,“ answe Mary, making a 
break for the window. She would have 
jumped out, but Mrs. Ginsberg seized her and 
called to Policeman Place to arrest her, 

Detectives Connors, M and Reap 
have hunted high and low for the lover, but 
without success, and so the police believe 
that Mary invented the whole yarn. They 
think it was her intention to make the fam- 
ily sick, rob them, and leave. ; 

She was arraigned at Essex Market and 
remanded until today.

The Bulls, Who Had Everything Their Own 
Way Saturday, Were Surprised to Find 
Themselves on the Under Side Yester- 
day—Jay Gould Says That Missouri Pa- 
cifle Earned Its Last Dividend and Will 
Earn Its Next, but, Nevertheless, It Is 
Thought That He Is Selling.

The 
cables snowed that there was a firm market 
in London and a disposition to buy, which 
latter was evidenced by purchasing orders 
for Union Pacific; and the advices from Chi- 
cago were to the effect that east-bound rates 
had all been advanced and that the railroad 
business was so brisk that nearly all the

ton. The Terminal officers refuse to give 
out the terms of the purchase, but it is be- 
lieved that 35 was the price paid. 
The first installment will be paid tomorrow 
in cash. This makes the total number of 
miles of railroad controlled by the Terminal 
Company about 7,000 and gives them a 
monopoly east of the Alieghenies down to the 
coast of the Gulf of Mexico, and affords them 
80 firm a foothold that they will ve able to 
choke off any encroachment into this val u- 
able and rapidly growing section. 

Eleven thousand shares of Chicago Gas 
were bought and paid for today by E. C. 
Benedict and his friends, who are booming 
these securities, and the stock was deposited 
with the Ceatral Trust Company.
